“Driver Chareed wiith 
Manslaughter. 


MAGISTERIAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In connection with the lorry 
necident near the Tai Hang dis~ 
tillery at Aberdeen on June 24, 
which resulted in the death of a 
man named Leung Tong and a 
woman named To Sze, the driver 

of the motor lorry, Fong Yee- 

chon, appeared before Mr. R. E. 
Lindsell to-day to face a charge of 
manslaughter ir the case of 
‘ Leung Tong only. 

When he appeared before Mr. 
‘ Lindsell. on June 26, before the 

deaths of the two victims, Fong 
pleaded “guilty” to a charge of 

“wanton and furious driving, 
thereby causing bodily .harm to 
25 passengers of the Idrry. He 
is now represented by Mr. 
Horace Lo, and pleaded “not 

“guilty” to the manslaughter 
charge. 

Mr. Somerset’ Fitzroy, the 
Public Prosecutor, conducted the 
case for the Crown. 

Dairy Farm Incline. 

. In outlining the facts of. the 
ease, Counsel’ said that the lorry 
was driven down the incline lead- 
ing from the Dairy Farm. to the 
distillery at a high speed. Ut 
‘swerved from side to side, 
balanced on two wheels on one 
side and then cn two wheels on 
the other side, Then it got back 
on all four wheels, continued 
downhill for a short, distance, and 
‘then suddenly swung toward the 
side of a bridge on the road. It 
‘hit, the side and then toppled over 
on its side. ‘Twenty-five Chinese, 
men and women who were riding, 
-in the lorry were thrown’ out and 
injured, two 80 seriously that they 
subsequently died in hospital. 

‘ Just before the lorry hit the 
side of the bridge, the accused 
jumped out and left the lorry to 
its fate. The sudden swerving of 
‘ the lorry to the side of the bridge 
was probably due to the driving 
wheel being swung round as the 
accused jumped off. - 

By the Magistrate: 
had a right-hand drive. . 

‘Lost His Head?” 

Mr. Fitzroy said that the “spill” 
occurred when the lorry was near 
- the level part of the road. Had 

the accused stuck to the wheel 
‘and kept the lorry straight, the 
accident’ would have been pre- 
vented, but apparently he lost his 
head. 

When the lorry was found by 
the Police the brakes were found 
to be in excellent order. © Tho 
lorry was driven to town and, 
going at 20 miles per. hour, it was 
pulled up. within 18 feet when the 
brakes were applied. ‘ 

Dairy Farm , Hill, Mr, Fitzroy 
explained, fell very rapidly down 
and at some point down the in- 
cline the lorry must have been 
‘put ‘in neutral, and, with the 
brakes’ not- effectively applied, its 
weight naturally caused ‘it to 
gather Speed on way downhill. 

- Then the lorry came toa double 
bend on:the road ‘and it was con- 
cluded that in going round these 
bends the lorry went out. of con- 
trol. . The people riding in the 
lorry did not know much of what

MAN AND WOMAN FIGURE IN 
”~ LAWSUIT. 


“ONLY A SCHOOL NAME.” 


His” Honour, the Puisne Judge 
(Mr, Justice J. R. Wood), was 
called on to decide the relationship 
of a man and a woman who appear- 
ed before -him this morning ‘in the 
Summary Court in an action 
brought against the man by the On 
Kat Tong firm. 

The man, whose name was given as 
Cheng Kam-yau alias Cheng ' Choi, 
was sued for the recovery of $56 in 
respect of two ‘months’ rent' dua 


under his tenancy at No, 6 George ; 


Street. 

An employee of the plaintiff firm 
said'that the On Kat Tong was a 
fiem of rent collectors. The de- 
fendant was the occupier of No, 6 
George Street and the rent receipts 
were made at first in the name at 


Cheng Choi. The waman was also 
residing ‘in the same flat. The 
defendant remained a’ tenant until 
the seventh moon of the last 
Chinese year, when -he re- 
quested that in future. the receipts 
tor rent be made out in the name 
of Cheng Kam-yau. He also. stat- 
ed’ that Cheng Choi was only his 
school name, and that Cheng Kam- 
was his proper name A) 
though the'name on the receipt was 
changed, defendant was still to pay 
the rent, but he did not do so for 
two months. Witness added that 
the woman in Court with defendant 
was, in fact, his wife, and that the 
plaintiff firm had 
any layin in respect of rent’ fror om 
her : 


: Not Hi: Wite. 

"Defendant denied that the wo- 
man was his wife. , He said that he 
had’ vacated the premises, and the 
rent receipts were then changed into 
the woman's name, Cheng Kam. 
yau ivas the woman's name and not 
hig, 
Plaintiff called two witnesses to 
testify that the womau was de 
fendant’s wite. 

In the witness box, “the woman 
denied that defendant was her hua- 
band, Sht added that her husband 
was away and that the defendant 
was merely a fellow countryman of 
hers. She admitted taking over 
possession of the house after the 
defendant had vacated. 

In giving judgment fox the de- 
fendant, with costs, his Honour said 
that it was quite clear to him that 
two months’ rent were owlng, and 
that the defendant had been a tem 
ant at ‘the house. He was also 
satisfied that the defendant had re- 
quested that the name on the re- 
ceipts be changed, but he ‘also fel! 
certain that the name of'Cheng 
Kam-yau was‘ not.defendant’s name, 
No matter what’ the relationship 
was between defendant and the wo- 
man, he felt sure’ that they were 
not husband and wife.. And since 
the action was taken out against 
‘he’ man, he would, therefore, give 
fadgment in his favour.

icebergs or heavy geas, ‘ 

Then an amazing thing happen- 
ed. A Finnish steamer made its 
way at top speed to Archangel, and 
the skipper related that while his 
ship was passing near the Gulf of 
Onega it was attacked by pirates, 
who ‘were repulsed only after a 
fierce attack.

THE OLDEST SOLDIER 


"INDIAN MUTINY VETERAN'S 
: RECORD. 


The distinction of being the 

oldest soldier living in Great 
Britain has recently been claimed by 
Sergeant. William Brereton, of the 
Royal Hospital, Cholsea, The 
Sergeant, who is in his ninaty- 
second year, sailed for India in 1857 
with the Connaught . Rangers and 
saw service at Cawnpore and Tauck- 
now, 
There is, however, at least one 
older  soldier—Troop —_ Sergeant- 
Major, Stratford, of Wolver- 
hampton, an Indian Mutiny veteran, 
who celebrated his hundredth birth- 
ay in July 1a3t year.’ 

Altogether. the Sergeant-Major 
has apent forty-one years of his life 
in his country’s service, He is the 
only survivor of the Battle of 
Ramnuggar, fought on November 
22, 1848, * 

He fought at Chillisnwallah and 
Goojerat and in 1857 served In the 
Persian campaign. Hea took. part 
in the taking of Saugor, thé bettles 
of Mudinpore and Betwa, the siege 
and storming of Jhansi, the siege 
and capture of Gwalior, and the re- 
lief of Delhi. ‘ 

When he retired he became in- 
structor to the Staffe Yeomanry 
from 1871 to 1887, His last ser- 
vice was with the National Re- 
serve from 1911 to 1914,  Be- 
tween 1848 and 1900 he gained five 
medals for service, 

When he attained hia hundredth 
birthday in July. last year con: 
gratulatory messages were received 
by him from the King and from his 
old regiment, the 14/20th' King’s 
Hussara. ah eas :

For Francts Joseph's guiding 
principle was to stand fast in the 
old ways, and to ignore as far as 
possible the rising tides of nation- 
alism and = democracy, He was 
rigidly conservative in his private 
by the clock like a 
mechanical man, never read a book, 


. and seemed to be devoid of ordinary 


human feeling. He, took his duties 
ag ruler:very seriously and exercised 
a rigid contro! over his officials and 
generala as over his family. He 
was shrewd cnough to see that he 
could not permanently dragoon the 
Mayynrs, and in 1867, after the loss 
of the Italian provinces, he made 
terms with Hungary. He also gave 
up his ofd anti-Prussian policy, and 
from 1872 co-operated with Ger- 
many. But with these exceptions 
Francis Joseph’s main policy was 
unaffected by changing circum- 
stances, and all the efforts of intel- 
ligent Austrians. to avert the dis- 
aster that they foresaw were foiled.

BATTLE. . 


When M.P.’s Used 


to Work. 
A SERIES OF ‘DUELS, 


London’s little heat wave recent. 
ly, received quite an appropriate 
welcome from Parliament in the 
form of a discussion on beer. 

When the Home, went into the 
Committee-on the Finance Bill Sir 
Ernest Shepperson moved an 
amendment that the duty on a stan- 
dard barrel of 86 gallons of worts 
of a specific gravity of 1,055 should 
be reduced from £5 33. to £4. 

Worts, he explained, was not beer, 
but the extract of malt with a mix- 
ture of other ‘ingredients prior to 
alcoholic fermentation which pro- 
duce beer. 

-“But people who sell it to us 
don’t make it good,” he went ‘on. 
“They try to make it bad. They 
are doing better from the sale of 
bad beer than they nsed to do from 


‘the sale pf decent beer.” 


Lady Astor v. Mr. Jones, , 


Lady Astor said she could not 
conceive how unyone who had an 
interest in ‘their country could at 
this critical time want more beer 
consumed. | 

“Tam tired of all this nonsense 
that is talked about beer,” she ex- 
claimed. .“The men may want it 
and Mr. Jones may want it, but I 
guarantee that the women who are 
not drinking beer do not want it.” 

Mr. Jones: Thank you very much. 

He also asked: “Hus the noble 
lady special permission to*ingult me 
every time she speaks. I am as 
sober us: she is.” " (Laughter). 

Lady Astor: “Mr. Jones is not 
the only member in the House who 
drinks beer. He said he wanted o 
reduction in the cost of beer, and 
that means that he’ wants higher’ 
consumption,” .

! HIGHER DEGREE OF LITERACY 


Moscow, Jue 16, - 

Representatives of 28.6 million 
inhabitants gathered at the plenary 
meeting held at Alma-Ata, capital 
of Kazakstan, to check the work 
carrled out by 20 national Republics 
of the U.S,S.R. in the realm of in- 
treducing the new . Turkman al- 
phabet. 

The organisational part of this 
work has been finished in all Turk- 
men and Tartar Soviet Republics 
and in some of them the process of 
transferring the national written 
lauguage on the new‘ alphabet has 
been completed. 

The exhibition arranged at the 
Plenum spoke in plain language of 
the success of the Introduction of 
the Latin alphabet In the Eastern 
countries of the U.S.S.R. 

At the time the Latin alphabet 
was introduced in the countries 
where the national language had 
been written in the Arabic alphabet, 
only about 3 per cent. of the popu- 
lation could read and write and. in 


some districts literate people num- |, 


bered-«only 1 per cent, Now after 
three years’ existence of the Latin 
alphabet the number of literate 
People reached 10 per cent. In the 
natlonal Republics where the new 
alphabet’ has been introduced there 
are af present 2.5 mildion literate 
people, that is almost five times 
more than the number of people who 
could read and write in the Arabic 
tlphabet. 

» The Azerbeidjan Republic takes 
the first place bythe number of 
Publications ‘issued in the new 
comprising 840 publica- 
tions with a circulation of 3.5 mil- 
lion: -The,” second place takes 
Uzbekistan with 520 . publications 
and a circulation of 3,200,000. The 
third place goes to the Tartar 
Republic which has issued (150 
publications with a circulation of 
copies, Then follows 
Crimea' and others, 

There were two books in the 
Dungan language on the exhibition. 
They, were the first books of the 
Dungan people. Up to the present 
time there has. been no Dungan 
written language and no alphabet, 
and as a result of such a mixture 
the Dungan people had 10 litera- 
ture. 

.At'the present ‘time the Duhgans 
have their alphabet upon the Latin 
basis and school instruction is being 
carried on'in’ this alphabet. 12 
publications are to’ be issued this 
year with a very large circulation. © 
North Caucasus is represented in 
literature by eleven languages. At 
the exhibition there were’ books in 
languages which have rever been 
heard before, namely, Avarian, Kara- 
Kalpaksian, Kumyksjan, . Shorksian 
and a number of other languages. 
A number of peoplé of other origins 
than the Turkman who adopted the 
Latin alphabet, have also sent to 
the exhibition books in their native 
tongue such as the Tadjiks, Kurds, 
Lesguins, Abkhazs, Tcherkes People, 
native Jews and many other. 

The Plenom carried on its work 
under the guidance of | Agamala-

“DOPE” TRAFFIC IN' 


LONDON. 


Ingenious Methods of 
_ Distribution. 
- DOCTOR'S DISCLOSURES. 


No fewer than 500 jigies are 
making an excellent living in Lon- |, 
don to-day by the illicit selling of |’ 
“dope,” 

That figure—described as “a con- 
servative estimate’—was supplied 
to a London peper by Dr, Richard 
William Starkle, in the course of an 
interview which , revealed astonish- 
ing facts about the well-organised 
underground traffic in druga now 
being carried on in England, 

Dr. Richard Starkie was for 
many years a surgeon to the Metro- 
politan Police, Formerly he’ was 
one of the most prominent general 
practitioners: in the west of London 
with scores of distinguished men 
and women among: kis patients. . 

He recently returned home after 
serving a. sentence of five months’ 
imprisonment-in the second division 
for offences under the Dangerous 
Drugs Act. It was contended that 
Dr. Starkie supplied prescriptions 
for heroin to patient when he was 
not authorised to do so, 

“I have seen so much of the evils 
of drug-taking in my medical prac- 
tice and during. my experience as a 
police surgeon,” sald Dr. Starkie, 
that’ I want to say something now 
in warning against the case with 
which drugs can ba secured in 
England, : 


Smuggled Drugs. 


“The drug traffic is divided into 
two classes, namely, the drugs which 
are supplied ‘by chemists: on pres- 
registered medical 
men, and the drugs which are smug- 
gled into England and sold by the 
distributors. 

“These distributors peddle drugs. 
They are the men and women at the 
bottom of the organisation, and they 
are sometimes caught by the police, 
The heads have never been caught 
or suspested, 

“Smuggling is easy. ‘You can 
bring cocaine and heroin acroas 
from’ France ‘and Holland without 
the slightest risk of detection. 


“A gmall quantity. of pure 


cocaine, just’ enough to fill ‘a tooth |: 


powder hox, which costs on tho. 
Continent leas than £5, will fetch 
as much as £1,000 in London when 
broken down—mixed with, ‘other 
powder, 

"T have seen a wateh used for 
cocaine smuggling—a watch on the 
surface with a face and hands, but 
inside nd works at all, just a re- 
ceptacle ‘for cocaine, ‘which when 
retailed would fetch nearly £2,000, 

‘“The men who do the smuggling 
make frequent journeys to the Con- 
tinent, but they are always chang- 
ing their routes. They.even go via 
Weymouth and the Channel! Islands 
if they think the more usual ways 
are being watched. 

“A good deal of dope is also 
smuggled across to England in small 
private yachts, which come into 
places, like Torquay. and Poole, 
where .the Customs examination’ is 
not too strict.

NEIGHBOURS’ FEARS, 


’ Paris, “May 8, 

According to the Petit Parisien, 
the balief in witchcraft still sur- 
vives at least, in one place in 
France. The St. Omar correspon-' 
- dent of that paper tells an extra- 
ordinary story to-day, About three 
weeks ago the’ wife of a Peasant 
' farmer living at Cornet, a hamlet 
‘in the Commune of Wittes (Pas de 
Calais), about two and a half miles 
trom the tcwn of Aire-sur-le-Lys, 
had an accident and .sent for a 
quack doctor and bonesetter, who is 
also a postman. The latter inforin- 
ed his. patient that she had been be- 
witehed, nnd that the first woman 
wha came into her house ‘the next 
day would be the person’ who had 
cust a spell on her, 

A widow of about sixty called 
Wallard, who lives at Cornet with 
her daughter, was employed on the 
farm-two days a week, and, as the 
day after this strange diagnosis 
happened ‘to be one of them, ahe 
cume to work very early in.the 
morning, and was thus ‘the first 
Person to-enter the house. The 
furmer and his wife at once dis- 
charged her without giving any 
reason, but they gave the reason 
to other people, and the report that 
Mme. Wallard was ‘a witch Avent 
round and seems to have been be- 
lieved by ‘all, or nearly all, the in- 
habitants of Cornet, | 

Daughter Suspected. 

A few days later a cow fell ill 

on another farm, und the post- 
man, who is ‘alleged to combine 
with his other functions an "illegal 
practice of medicine, was again 
sent for,, and. gave the same 
diagnosis as before, repeating that 
the cow had been bewitched by the 
first person who.would yo to the 
farm next day. By an unfortunate 
coincidence that person was Mme. 
Wallard’s daughter Marie, who 
went to the’farm in “question twice 
a ‘day for water. The cow died, 
and Mile. Wallard, ike her mother, 
was accused of being a sorceress. 
. Theneeforth every misfortune 
that happened in the hamlet was 
attributed to them. ‘Another cow 
died on a third farm, and then two 
chickens’ on a fourth, “and Mme, 
and her daughter were 
held. responsible for their deaths. 
To make matters worse, some 
gipsies visited Cornet, and,. of 
course, all the Inhabitants went to 
have their fortunes told. The for- 
tuno-teller Informed them, one after 
unother, that a woman called Maria, 
hod a sogrudge against them, 
Naturally, Marla ‘could be only 
Mile, Marie Wallard, although there 
were probably other. women called 
Marie in Cornet, and there could 
no longer be any doubt about the 
matter, 

The unfortunate Mme. Wallard 
and her daughter are now, ascord. 
ing. to the correspondent, boycotted 
by everybody, and thoir life | is 
being made a misery. Every door 
is shut against them, and children 
flee at their ‘approach. In despair 
they are talking of bringing an 
action tor slander against the post« 
man, whose proceedings seem to 
deserve the attention of his official 
superiors. . 

Superstition ad Death Rate. 

It ia improbable that Cornet is 
unique in France, _Where supersti. 
‘tfon-Is still rife in many rural 
districts. The prevalence of auper- 
stition may well be one cause of 
the high death-rate among children, 
which a higher in. the rural dis- 
tricts than in the towns. Too many 
French peasants prefer a’ quack 
doctor to a regular medical practi- 
tioner, aud if a child falls, iM it ts 
-the common: practice ‘in thany parts 
of France to tle a ribbon round 
that part of the image of a. saint 
corresponding ‘to the part of ‘the 
child’s body that ‘Is affected,

MAGISTRATE DECIDES. 
i \ 


Mr. T. 8, Whyte-Smith, sitting as 
Coroner, with a jury, comprising 
Mr. E. Grant Smith (foreman) Mr. 
D.C. Walmsley and Mr. Garch 
Cheung, at the Kowloon Magistracy 
on Saturday, jheld a. special 
inquiry into the circumstances 
which surrounded the death of a 
Chinese, named Chung Sau-nam 
(12) at To Kwa‘Wan Road, outside 
house No. 241, on the evening of 
July 1. 

Prior to taking formal evidence 
the Coroner said: “Gentlemen of 
the jury, this Is a coroner’s in- 
quiry into the death of a Chinese 
boy, who is alleged to have died as 
the result of being kicked .by an- 
other boy, I think there will be 
evidence to suy that there was 
something in the nature of a quar 
rel." 

Dr. K. Harrison Uttley, MB., 
M.A, medical officer in charge of 
Kowloon Mortuary stated that on 
July 2 the body of Chung Sau-nam 
(12) was identified in his presence 
by the father, cdusin, an Indian 
policeman and ‘Inspector Stimson. 


‘He examined him, and found he 


hdd died of shock following a blow 
in the lower region of his body. 
The spot was congested and show- 
ed no external injury. The lad 
probably died within the hour. He 
also saw Kan Chai who had two 
black eyes. : , 

Next. witness, Chung Sau-yau 
(11), a cousin of the deceased, re- 
lated that he was sitting down 
with him on the pavement on the 
day in question. They played. 


‘Kau ‘Chaj sat near by, and there 


was also Chung Chung-kwai with 
them. Kau spoke to witness and 
tuid “you, are blind.” whereupon 
Chung raplied, “you, are blind,” 

Kau then swore at Chung, who 
swore back. Kau then hit Chung 
with his fist, on seeing the latter 
raise his foot, Witness’ cousin 
(deceased) gave Kau Chal a black 
eye, and the latter returned several 
blows, He then kicked Chung, 
and the latter fell to the ground 
and Jay motionless, Kau kicked 
with bare feet, : 

Chung Chung-kwai (12) said that 

he did see the actual fight and cor- 
roborated the evidence given by 
Chung Sau-yau, while Yau Che (14), 
elder brother of Kau Chai, stated 
he'did not witness any fighting. 
- The deceased’s father, Chung 
Chuen, a foreman in P.W.D., gave 
evidence of identification of Chung 
Sau-nam as being his son. 

The Coroner, through the Inter. 
preter told. the witness that. the 
Court was very sorry for Aim losing 
his’ aon. 

Summing up, the Coroner said 
that the jury could take it that the 
boy (Kau Chai), who was allegad 


,to have kicked ‘the decensed, was 


8 years old. The age of the boy 
‘was of great importance. There 
was something in the nature of a 
fight between two boys. ‘There 
was the question of who struck 
the first blow, and so on. The im- 
portant point for the jury to con- 
sider was the age of the boy.—Kau 
Chai. The Coroner said he thought 
they could assume that the deceas- 
ed died from a kick which Kau 
Chai undoubtedly gave him. Re- 
ferring the jury to Russell’s book 
on crime, the Coroner said that it 
is the law:of England that no child 
under the age of seven.can be 
guilty of a criminal act and fur- 
thermore: that. fio child over the 
age of seven or under the age of 
fourteen is capable of’ criminal 
responsibility. The Coroner re- 
minded the jury that the point to 
‘conaider was “can a boy of that 
age be held to be criminally 
responsible, They regarded Kau 
Chai’s age as being just on the 
border line, and the Coroner 
thought that the gentlomen of the 
jury would be Justified’ in treating 
the boy BB ‘being seven, because 
‘one year'of age could not make 
very much difference. “The ques- 
tian was whether a boy' of that age 
was capable of. committing a 
crime, The Coroner thought that 
the jury-had no difficulty in say- 
ing that he was not. Then if they 
were of that opinion he would ask 
them to return. 0 -verdict | of 
“death by misadventure.” 

The jury agreed, but the fore- 
man ‘in reply to thd ‘Coroner, re- 
quested that nothing should’. be 
said‘ to the lad, Kau Chat. ; 

-The Coroner. concluded ‘by ‘aay. 
ing that if Kau Chal was a. bigger 
fellow he would be kept in custody 
and ‘the ‘Police would vhave... 
bably: proceeded ‘against him;

INCONGRUOUS SPECTACLE, 


At this particular season of the 
year the lovely poppies from which 
oplum is extracted are in full bloam, 
and it is only now. that the average 
traveller who is not a botanist or 
horticulturist, has his attention 
drawn to the large amount of land 
under cultivation for the growing of 
opium Poppies. From reports — to 
hand from various sources, it is 
avident that, although. there has 
doubtless been a commendable effort 
‘made to reduce the cultivation of 
the poppy in many parts of China 
during the past few years since the 
Kuomintang authorities made. its 
Suppression a part of the national 
Programme of ‘reform,. yet in Shan- 
tung at least—and very probably in 
many other Provinces as well—there 
hos been: a pronounced _re- 
crudescence in poppy cultivation, 

In, Shantung poppy cultiva- 
tion is specially observable in the 
regigns bordering the different 
Hsfens or districts. Perhaps ‘the 
cultivators feel that. in those situa- 
tions there is lesa liability of ques- 
tion being raised, as the Magis- 
trates must be In doubt as to the 
ancient boundaries of their Hsiens 
—~at least it is a good loophole as 
official reason for non-interference. 

Statements of the above nature 
are not only useless but absolutely 
perniCinus unless. they can be borne 
out by definite’ instances. Then it 
becomes a constructive criticism 
likely to be valuable to the Chinese 
authorities who wish to take action 
in actually suppressing opium culti- 
vation within fheir administration 
areas, In this case we are able to 
furnish direct evidence. The evid- 
ence gces to show that any former 
fear of transgressing existing re- 
gulations has passed from the culti- 


;vators’ minds, for fields of poppies 


are to be seen close'to the railway 
not more than 40 miles diatant from 
Tsingtao between the little towns of 
Yoo Ko Chuang” and ‘Chih Lan 
is to say on the 
borders between the Kiaochow and 
Knomi districts. Informatton is to

intellect of the people of China, 


A Chinese resident. of London 
writing to the London Times wrote: 
“Show me one instance where a man 
had been adhering’ to a fixed allow- 
ance of opium with which he had 
commenced years: ago, and I will 
show you a hundred cases where 
men were ruined within ten years,” 


) Hong Kong Solicitor's Views, 


Mr. Brereion,. a Hong Kong 
Solicitor, who for many yeara prior 
to 1882 acted as legal adviser to 
the opium farmers in that Colony 
drew out in order to defend: the 
irhportation of opium into China, a 
very powerful itemised list of what 
he cailed “Fallacies... In his Item 
No, 6 he stated; “It is a fallacy that 
the Chinese’ Government -is, or ever 
yas, anxious to put a stop to its 
use, or even ‘to check {ts ‘use among 
the people of China—the sole ie 
is to protect the native drug, to 
prevent bullion leaving | the country 
and generally ‘to exclude foreign 
goods.. They do not want to sup- 
press it becauae they derive a large 
revenue from the drug."-

always attempted in every possible 
way to shirk the responsibilities 
and the obligations imposed on them 
by law: failure on the part of for- 
elgn Companies to register them- 
selvea with o Government organ 
was but one of the many examples 
in this respect. 

In concluston, Mr. Chang express- 
ed the hope that the Chinese people 
would uphold China’s prestige by 
secing that foreigners observed the 
laws of China.—N. C. D, News.
